Car Pools Pushed 


As One Solution 


To Auto Pollution 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Would free 
parking prod you into organizing a car 
pool to work? How about a book of 
trading stam ps each month for riding 
in a car pool—or walking or bicycling 
to work? 
The m ortgage 
banking 
firm 
of 
Walker & Dunlop of Washington posed 
those questions to em ployes last fall. 
So far, it reports, m ore than half are 
collecting the bonus. 
The idea, of course, is to cut down on 
auto pollution by cutting down on auto 
usage. 
A District of Columbia proposal to 
charge a $1 daily tax on each auto in a 
parking lot sparked the car-pool plan. 
“ In the process of opposing that 
proposal we decided that business 
people had to think up other solutions 
for the downtown parking and air 
pollution problem s,” said company 
spokesman Moira De Wilde. 
The $1 tax failed to pass but the car­ 
pool plan kept building. 


Of the firm ’s 90 employes, 51 now 
participate. Some of those who don’t 
really would like to but can’t because 
they need a car in their work, said Mrs. 
DeWilde. She reported that seven 
employes collect the free parking—a 
sizable item in a city where downtown 
rates can run $2.50 to $3 and up on a 
daily basis. The firm pays $25 a month 
under a package deal with an adjacent 
lot, Mrs. DeWilde added. 
The trading stam ps cost $135 a 
month. 
Carol Church is typical of those in 
the plan. She drove to work alone for IO 
years. Every now and then she’d try 
the bus and give up in despair over the 
40 m inutes needed to travel the two 
miles from her home. Walking w asn’t 
the answer and bicycling “proved just 
too hazardous in all that traffic.” 
The offer of free parking set her to 
looking for co-workers 
who 
lived 
nearby. She found one, who now 
collects the trading stam ps. 
Spanish Monarchy 


May Be In Trouble 


MADRID (AF) — Teetering on the 
brink of a monarchy, Spain is watching 
the end of one in Greece with more 
than passing interest. 
Officially, there has been no reac­ 
tion, and none is expected. But the 
dethroning of King Constantine of 
G reece, brother-in-law of S p ain ’s 
future king, brings events close to 
home. 
Friends of Prince Juan Carlos de 
Borbon say nothing has im pressed the 
future Spanish ruler more than what 
has happened to Constantine. 
D esignated by Gen. 
F ran cisco 
Franco, supported by the arm y and the 
government hierarchy, the 35-year-old 
prince intends to do nothing to erode 
that support, inform ants say. 
Underscoring this view' was the 
prince’s presence Sunday beside the 
80-year-old chief of state reviewing the 
annual 
p arad e 
co m m em orating 
Franco’s victory in the Spanish Civil 
War. With Franco’s wife was Princess 
Sofia, Constantine’s sister and Juan 
Carlos’ wife, who rushed back to 
Madrid from Rome after seeing her 
brother. 
Constantine and his family have 
been frequent visitors to Zarzuela 
Palace, Juan Carlos’ residence, since 
the Greek king went into voluntary 
exile in Italy alm ost six years ago after 
the arm y took over.

first king since Juan Carlos’ grand­ 
father, Alfonso XIII, abdicated rn 1931. 
Trained by Franco since he was a 
bov. 
Juan Carlos has kept silent 
politically, traveled the country with 
his wife and been at Franco’s side at 
all key functions. 
With F ranco’s succession law, the 
Greek case cannot be repeated in 
Spain, coastitutionalists say. 
As if to buttress this point, the 
governm ent’s controlled press so far 
has concentrated on attacking the

French new spapers and m agazines 
have speculated recently that Pom ­ 
pidou may lie m ore seriously ill than 
indicated by official announcem ents 
that he is tired from recurrent colds 
and the flu. 
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Watergate Delay 
Denied By Senate 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) 
- 
The 
Senate’s W atergate com m ittee today 
refused to delay its televised hearings, 
then heard a form er Nixon cam paign 
secretary testify that she typed w ire­ 
tap logs, intelligence m em oranda and 
a phony Democratic document. 


The secretary, Sally J. Harm ony, 
denied under questioning that she had 
told friends that she lied to the 
W atergate grand jury last year, or that 
she had been given a trip to Florida as 
a rew ard. 


The com m ittee’s hearings resum ed 
after it unanimously rejected a former 
request by the new special prosecutor, 
Archibald Cox, for a three-m onth de­ 
lay. 
Mrs. Harmony testified she was not 
aw are at the time she did the work that 
she 
w as 
typing 
tra n s c rip ts 
of 
illegal wiretaps. And she did not dis­ 
close the contents of those transcripts, 
conferring with her attorney each time 
such questions arose. Disclosure of 
that information has been forbidden by 
the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
She 
told 
of 
notations 
that 
in­ 
formation she transcribed from other 
sources had come from agents called 
Ruby I, Ruby 2 and Crystal. Mrs. 
Harmony said she didn’t know who 
they were. 
Mrs. Harmony told of typing tran­ 
scripts on stationary labeled “Gem ­ 
stone.” 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 
chairm an of the Senate com m ittee, 
began the session 
by 
announcing 


rejection of the Cox request. He said 
the panel had decided in executive ses­ 
sion that “duty requires it to decline” 
the delay. 
Ervin cited the Senate resolution 
ordering the investigation, and said his 
panel does not share the fear ex- 
pressed by Cox that the courts might 
perm it the guilty to go free because of 
the televised inquiry. 
F u rth e rm o re , 
E rv in 
said , 
the 
com m ittee believes there is a greater 
likelihood of fair W atergate trials in 
“an atm osphere of judicial calm ” 
after the Senate investigators have 
completed their task. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., R-Tenn., 
concurred, and said the com m ittee has 
a responsibility “to conduct the public 
business in public view.” 
And so, after a closed session that 
lasted 
m ore 
than 
an 
hour, 
the 
W atergate panel called Mrs. 
H ar­ 
mony, secretary to W atergate con­ 
spiratory G. Gordon Biddy when I ie 
was counsel at the Finance Committee 
to Re-elect the President. 
Mrs. Harmony, an attractive blonde 
in her early 40s, testified that she had 
typed intelligence m em oranda and 
logs of telephone conversations for 
Iid d y . 
She said the nam e of R. Spencer 
Oliver, a Democratic official whose 
telephone 
w as 
bugged 
by 
the 
W atergate crew, appeared on some of 
these logs. But she didn’t disclose what 
was said in the bugged conversations 
because that would violate w iretap­ 
ping laws. 


Mrs. Harmony said the telephone 
logs were typed on special colored 
statio n ery 
th a t 
bore 
the 
word 
“Gem stone” across the top. 
On other occasions, she recalled, she 
tra n sc rib e d 
tap e-reco rd ed 
con­ 
versations, apparently between E. 
Howard Hunt and a spy he had planted 
inside Sen. George S. McGovern’s 
presidential cam paign headquarters. 
She said the question-and -answer in­ 
terview dealt with goods and services 
for 
the 
Democratic 
national con­ 
vention. 
Robert Reisner, a GOF aide who 
worked under Jet) Stuart M agruder, 
once the No. 2 man in the Nixon 
cam paign o rg an izatio n , also w as 
scheduled to testify. 
Reisner has lieen nam ed by con­ 
victed W atergate conspirator Jam es 
W McCord Jr. as one who might Im* 
able to support his story that Uh* Wa­ 
tergate bugging operation had the' 
prior approval of M agruder, former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and for­ 
mer White House Counsel John W 
Dean III. 
As the hearings in tin* Senate Caucus 
Room continue under official protest, 
there were these* other developments: 
Hie White House said it will not 
furnish investigators with logs of any 
co n versations betw een P resid en t 
Nixon and his misted counsel. Dean, 
about tile W atergate scandal. 
The comment was in response to 
published reports that Dean m et witli 
the I Ye side nt 30 to 40 times on various 
aspects of Uh* Watergate* coverup. 


The Washington Post has reported 
that when Dean is called as a witness 
he will allege Nixon was deeply in­ 
volved in the coverup and knew of 
paym ents and offers of executive 
clemency made to buy the silence of 
the seven men tried and convicted in 
the case.

ment will investigate whether Asst. 
Atty. Gen. Henry E. Peterson, who 
supervised the W atergate inquiry for a 
time, was involved in the coverup.

False Alarms 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
The Skylab astronauts have scram bled 
at the sound of alarm bells m ore than 
once, only to find nothing am iss. 
“ If the television had been on, you’d 
have seen us flying around here like 
c a n n o n b a lls,” co m m an d er C harles 
Conrad Jr. told mission control after 
one of the alerts. 
The false alarm culprit turned out to 
tx* the South Atlantic anom aly, a well­ 
known area of trapped radiation that 
can be mischievous at times. 
Every time the orbiting Skylab 
passes across the Atlantic Ocean east 
of South Am erica, it spends several 
minutes 
in this region 
of 
highly 
charged particles. 
It 
is here that the 
Van 
Allen 
radiation belts which circle the earth 
dip closer to the surface. 
During the first day of observations 
of the sun, the Skylab crew rushed to 
their telescopes when they heard a 
buzzer from the solar flare detector. 
Sighting a flare an intense storm on 
the sun’s surface 
is something tin* 
astronauts are anxious to do because 
of its scientific value. 
But no flare was in evidence. The 
buzzer had been set off by the anomaly 
because the crew had forgotten to turn 
off Hie alarm when passing through the 
zone. The solar flare detector is tuned 
to pick up X rays, and “there is not any 
convenient way to distinguish between 
X-rays from the sun and those present 
in the anom aly,” said a space agency 
official.

Ohio House Defeats Shield Law Proposal 


COBUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
House today overwhelmingly defeated 
a proposed constitutional am endm ent 
that would allow the legislature to 
adopt law s protectin g n ew sm en’s 
information sources. 
The vote was 62-28. 
loud chuckles broke out on the floor 
as the vote was tallied on the electronic 
board. Seven legislators spoke against 
the m easure on the floor. 
Hep. William B. Batchelder, R-93 
Medina, the m ajor sponsor, said the 
resolution was needed to give a sound 
constitutional base for Ohio s current 


shield law protecting newsmen. 
A opponents contended it would do 
little. Rep. Ronald II. Weyandt, D-43 
Akron, said asked, “How many times 
has a person been tried in the news­ 
papers and not in the court9’’ 
Weyandt referred to the W atergate 
scandal and said, “those people in 
Washington are being tried right now, 
whether or not that happens in the 
courts.” 
Some law m akers complained that 
B a tc h e ld e r’s am endm ent w as u n ­ 
necessary since Ohio already has a so­ 
called “shield” statute which could be 


changed w ithout a co n stitu tio n al 
am endm ent. 
He said recent decisions by federal 
courts could invalidate the Ohio law or 
at least create legal doubts about its 
status. 
The am endm ent provides that the 
General Assembly may pass laws 
“which establish a privilege agaiast 
the disclosure of any information or 
the source of information, even when 
said source is an officer of any court, 
which is procured or obtained by a 
reporter, journalist, broadcaster, or 
other sim ilar person.”

Dollar Sinks 


To Depths 


IDN DON (AP) 
Confidence in tile 
IJ S dollar continued to sink in Europe 
today as the American currency tut 
new lows and the price of gold new 
highs for the fifth straight day. 
Dealers again blamed tile dollar's 
trouble largely on 
the 
W atergate 
scandal, as they have done each 
business day since the U.S. currency 
liegan its latest plunge last Wednes­ 
day 
lint there appeared to be a dif­ 
ference in atm osphere. For tfie first 
time, leading bankers and treasury 
officials dropped flints that U h* present 
system of floating, exchange rates may 
not he enough to avoid another in­ 
ternational monetary crisis. 
On Monday, the dollar suffered its 
worst fall of Uh* year on European 
money m arkets, dropping two per cent 
in value against the West German 
mark and falling .sharply against other 
leading European currencies. 
When m arkets reopened today, Uh* 
dollar was plunging again. It dropped 
from 2.6100 West German m arks to 
2.5850 m arks in nervous, active trad­ 
ing, dealers said. 
In Paris, the dollar dropped to 4.16 
commercial francs; in Zurich, to 3.0250 
Swiss francs. All were new lows, and 
dealers said Uh* bottom had not been 
hit yet. 
In Bondon, the pound was up to 
$2.5860, tin- weakest level for the dollar 
in a year. 
As the dollar weakened, gold moved 
on to rn*w heights. 
In early deals in london and Zurich, 
the two m ajor bullion m arkets, the 
metal was quoted at $127.50 an ounce, 
up nearly $4 from Monday’s close.

NEW YORK (A P) — Stock market 
prices moved higher 
today after 
opening lower in what analysts said 
was a technical rally after five days of 
steep declines. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was up 9.79 at 895.70. The 
Dow had closed Monday down to 
885.91, its lowest point in 18 months. 
Big Board advancing issues today 
outpaced losers 694 to 492 in slow 
trading. 
The analysts said that while the 
negative factors—Watergate, the 
dollar crisis, soaring gold, and higher 
interest rates—were still present, the 
market was ripe for a technical rally 
as the Dow industrials approached 880. 
On the American Stock Exchange, 
the price-change index was up .01 at 
22.38. The Amex volume leader was 
Bo win ar Instrument, up % at 21% 
after slipping more than 3 points the 
previous day.

common shares was up 0.54 at 54.82

hours that could have been worked or 
salary that could have been earned. 
Cuyahoga County Welfare Director 
Samuel Bauer denied knowledge of 
such problems with industries in his 
area. He said it seemed to him incred­ 
ible that anyone would give up a cash 
salary for a few dollars worth of food 
stamps.

U.S. Proposes 
World Panel 
Ocean Pollution 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States today proposed creation of a 
new international committee to ad­ 
minister conventions against pollution 
of the oceans. 
The proposal was made by Russell 
E. Train, chairman of the President’s 
Council on Environmental Quality, in a 
speech prepared for delivery in 
london to the Council of the Inter- 
Governrnental Maritime Consultative 
Organization (IMCO). 
The speech was released here and 
Train briefed newsmen on it before 
leaving for london. 
Train proposed that IMCO create a 
new committee called the “ Marine 
Environment Protection Committee,” 
open to all nations participating in 
IMCO itself. 
He said the new committee would 
administer the 1954 Convention for the 
lYevention of Pollution of the Sea by 
Oil; the 1972 Convention on Ocean 
Dumping; and a new Convention for 
the Prevention of Pollution from Ships, 
to be developed at a conference next 
October. 
The proposed new convention is 
expected to broaden 
international 
control over discharges from vessels 
at sea to include all types of harmful 
substances as well as oil. 
“ The marine environment is in­ 
creasingly threatened with grave 
damage from seaborne commerce in 
[xdluting substances,” Train warned.

Sometimes 
the patient is reduced to a vegetable, 
while the physical, emotional, and 
financial strain on the family is 
Israeli Pilots 
Claim Syrians 


Harm ed Them 


T EL AVIV (A P) — Three Israeli 
pilots released by Syria in exchange 
for 57 prisoners held by Israel said 
their captors tortured them regularly 
during their three years in jail. 


After their repatriation Sunday, one 
of the pilots told newsmen he had been 
beaten about his body and on the soles 
of his feet and had been subjected to 
electric shocks on several occasions. 


Another said that, when they 
reminded their captors of the Geneva 
Convention governing the treatment of 
prisoners of war, they were told the 
rules didn’t apply to them. 
In exchange for the pilots, Israel 
handed over 56 Syrian and lebanese 
POWs and a Druse leader from the 
occupied Golan Heights who was 
convicted of spying for Syria. 


The Israeli military command said 
the released Arab POWs were the last 
held by Israel from either Syria or 
Lebanon and neither Syria nor leba­ 
non held any more Israeli prisoners. 
Israel continues to hold 55 Egyptian 
prisoners it wants to exchange for IO 
Israelis jailed in Egypt. 


The exchange ended almost a year of 
negotiations through the International 
Red Cross. Israel had sought to have 
the Egyptian-held Israelis included in 
the exchange but earlier this year 
softened its stand, the state radio said. 
The 56 Arab POWs included five 
Syrian officers and IO Lebanese 
captured in a raid into southern 
lebanon last June and in a border 
clash last September. Most of the other 
Syrians had been prisoners since a 
June 1970 armored incursion into 
Syria. 
Corn, Bean 
Prices Said 
Misleading 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Soaring 
prices for soybeans and corn sound to 
many people as if farmers are doing 
superbly these days, but a look at the 
calendar and at the rising costs of 
production might suggest otherwise. 


Except for the early wheat harvest 
in the southern plains, farmers have 
not produced any substantial grain 
since last year. This is a time for 
planting and cultivation, not harvest, 
in the big feed and soybean areas. 


Thus, when the market reports 
mention soybeans at $10 per bushel or 
corn at $1.80 per bushel, the people who 
actually are in position to benefit are 
usually not farmers but the second and 
third-hand buyers who originally 
bought crops from producers. 


The Agriculture Department, which 
compiles national averages for prices 
farmers receive and must pay out to 
meet production expenses, reported 
that the overall “ prices paid’’ index 
rose 2 per cent from mid-April and was 
14 per cent higher than in May last 
year. 


But some of the specific items on 
the index indicate the cost problem 
confronting farmers is much more 
complex and serious. One of the main 
goals of the Nixon administration is 
larger meat output this year to help 
ward off further upward spirals at 
supermarkets. 


But farmers, particularly those who 
feed cattle and hogs for the slaughter 
market, are thinking twice about feed 
costs. Those are so high at the present 
time that many will not expand their 
livestock feeding operations until 
relief is in sight.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A F) - The 
steel market is the tightest it has been 
in years, both in this country and 
throughout the world. Industry Week 
magazine said Monday. 
“ Domestic steel producers admit the 
situation is tight, but they maintain 
that most regular customers are 
getting enough steel for near-normal 
operations,” the magazine said. 
“ Unfortunately, 
some 
of 
the 
customers don’t agree. In fact, a few 
argue that the way some domestic 
mills are handling this market will 
hurt the industry in the long run.” 


Industry Week said steel shipments 
by U.S. mills are expected to average 
one million net tons a month less the 
second half of this year than during the 
first half. 
This is not because of reduced 
demand “ but because that’s all mills 
will be able to produce,” it added. 
The magazine said first-half ship­ 
ments will average 9.3 million tons a 
month, giving the first six months of 
the year a record of about 56 million 
tons. 
“ Only by drawing upon their own 
inventories have mills been able to 


ship an average of 9.3 million tons 
monthly in the first half, but the in­ 
ventories are about exhausted,” In­ 
dustry Week said. 
It said there is no slackening in the 
heavy demand for products such as 
sheets, strip, bars and rods and there 
is an increasing demand for plates and 
structural shapes, although struc­ 
tu ral haven’t caught up with plates. 
The magazine estimated raw steel 
production last we^k at 3,007,000 net 
tons compared with the 3,010,000 tons 
produced in the preceding week. 
Prices of scrap continue to climb. 


Industry Week’s prices composite on 
No. I heavy melting steelmaking scrap 
rose to $53.33 per gross ton last week 
from the preceding week’s $52.83.

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Has the new drug for gout been 
proved to be successful? 
Mr. F.G., N.Y. 
Dear Mr. G.: 
I assume that you refer to the drug 
“allopurinol,” which has been in ac­ 
tive use for almost ten years. 
In gout, there is a high level of uric 
acid in the blood stream. Some foods, 
like anchovies, herring and liver, have 
high “purine” content. These purines 
are responsible for the formation of 
uric acid. 


The drugs formerly in use tor the 
treatment of gout aimed at extracting 
uric acid from the blood and pouring it 
out through the urine. 


Now the new drug, “allopurinol.” 
functions in another way. This drug 
prevents the formation of uric acid 
from the purine in foods. 
The distinction at first may seem to 
be confusing. Essentially, the dif­ 
ference is this : one drug helps pour out 
the uric acid once it is formed. Allo- 
urinol prevents the uric acid from 
forming. 
The new drug is not easy to ad­ 
minister. There are many highly 
technical reasons why patients who 
start on this drug must be under 
supervision. 
When once its safety is established in 
each individual case, it can be taken 
for long periods of time with very 
satisfactory results. Occasionally, the 
old and new drugs are taken in com­ 
bination. Sometimes allopurinol is 


NEW YORK (AP) - Through the 
years, gold seems to have held 
mankind in a trance. Once, it was 
worshiped as having come from the 
sun, or the heavens. Today it is wor­ 
shiped by many as the only real finan­ 
cial security. 
Because of this, the twice-de valued 
dollar is in trouble again. Dollars are 
being sold for gold; so, following the 
law of supply and demand, the dollar’s 
price is being pressed down; the price 
of gold, pushed up. 
I^ast week, it reached a price of more 
than $120 an ounce, up 25 per cent in 
just a month, as financial assets that 
were maintained in dollars were 
switched into gold. And, because of 
inflation, a lot of dollars are floating 
around. 
Why this should be done isn’t 
altogether explainable, but nothing 
about gold and its adherents ever is. 
For example, there is plenty of 
evidence that gold buyers 
are 
speculating on an increased role for 
gold in the monetary system of the 
future, even though its relationship to 
currencies is officially severed. There 
are those who cannot believe that man 
can rid himself of ties to gold, and they 
may be right. Gold as a medium of ex­ 
change may be considered primitive, 
but it remains universally acceptable. 
The current interpretation of the 
rising gold price is that the United 
States’ economy continues to suffer 
from 
inflation, 
notwithstanding 
promises from Washington about the 
future. And the country still imports 
more than it exports. 
This is bad news for those who 
traditionally have held dollars for 
security. All over the world, the dollar 
was thought to be the safest, untainted 
by the erosion that ruined other cur­ 
rencies. 
But dollar erosion today is very 
serious. And gold never erodes. No 
government or industry or institution 
can do anything to diminish the 
amount of gold somebody has cached 
away. And it is almost impervious to 
nature.

Dear Miss G.: 
The diagnosis of acute appendicitis 
is probably one of the most difficult 
ones for a doctor to make. 
There are many other conditions 
that simulate the proverbial “pain in 
the right lower quadrant” of the ab­ 
domen. 
Intestinal distrubances, gall bladder 
disease, constipation, dysentery, 
typhoid fever are only some of the 
conditions whose symptoms resemble 
those of acute appendicitis. 
Pneumonia and pleurisy can send 
sharp, shooting, radiating pains to the 
appendix area. 
Indeed, a sore throat can cause 
enlargement of the glands in the neck 
and enlargement of the glands around 
the intestines. This is known as 
“mesenteric adenitis,” which can give 
all the symptoms of appendicitis. 
You were sent into the hospital as a 
precaution. Inflammation of the ap­ 
pendix, when not carefully observed, 
can cause dire complications. 
You were given the benefit of your 
doctor’s wisdom. He did indeed “tell 
the difference” when he spared you 
surgery.

“ It doesn’t make sense to promote 
more gasoline consumption at a time 
when both government and industry 
are talking about the necessity of fuel 
allocations to insure supplies to 
priority users,” said a spokesman for 
Atlantic Richfield Co. of I/>s Angeles. 
Instead, 
echoing 
an 
environ­ 
mentalist theme, the spokesman 
added that the thrust of Arco’s national 
advertising will be directed “ toward 
urging the public to help overcome the 
problems of air pollution, traffic 
congestion and energy conservation.” 
H.R. Hammerman, advertising 
director for Standard Oil of California, 
a San Francisco based firm that is the 
state’s 
leading 
gas 
marketer, 
described his company’s new ad policy 
and said: “ We’ll be talking car care 
and good fuel economy.” 
In a bid to discourage gasoline sales, 
some oil firms are doing away with 
promotion gimmicks such as glasses, 
knives and recipe cards. Hammerman 
said Cal Standard will limit its product 
advertising to tires, batteries and 
other accessories. 
Joining the trend, Mobil is running 
newspaper advertisements urging 
gasoline economy through the use of 
car pools and better-planned shopping 
trips so that as many purchases as 
possible are made in each outing.

Park Falls, Wis., received more than 
112 inches; and Sedalia, Mo., and Eau

Discrimination 


Suits Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Armed with 
what its chairman calls “ real teeth,” 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission is expanding rapidly the 
number of discrimination suits it files. 
Congress last year authorized the 
commission, formerly limited to in­ 
vestigation and conciliation, to sue 
employers if these methods fail. 
In the last three months the com­ 
mission has nearly tripled the number 
of suits it filed during the first year of 
its expanded powers. 
“ The enforcement powers that we 
received in March of 1972 have given 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Act, and particularly the commission, 
real teeth to use against employment 
discrim ination,’’said Chairm an 
William H. Brown ID. 
Until the new law, the commission’s 
jurisdiction was limited to employers 
of 25 persons or more. 
Congress added city and state 
government to the jurisdiction and 
included employers of 15 or more. 
Eighty-six discrimination suits have 
been filed in the past three months, out 
of a total of 116 filed across the country 
under the new law. 
Targets include both large and small 
employers. In a suit still pending, 
Western Electric was accused of 
practicing racial discrimination at its 
Memphis plant and racial and sex 
discrimination at plants in Maryland 
and Massachusetts. Another suit has 
accused 
Vinnell-Dravo-Lockheed- 
Mannix with discrimination against 
Indians living on and near the reser­ 
vation at Coulee Dam in Washington.

For Globetrotting

A rocking chair hold no at­ 
traction for retirees Carolyn 
and Charles Planck. They 
much prefer a rocking boat, 
such as the little rusty bucket 
that took them from Pago 
Pago in American Samoa to 
Apia in Western Samoa on a 
recent six-month circuit of 
the Pacific. 
In the IO years since their 


retirement they have also 
traveled by freighter, local 
airlines, 
trains, 
buses, 


ferries—any vehicle that 
could help them “ mosey 
about the world on our 
retirement check.” 
The couple’s budget travel 


plan has taken them around 
the world in 387 days and has 
allowed them to spend a full 
year in Europe, in addition to 
their 21,000-mile tour of the 
South Pacific and Japan, at 
an average cost of $30 a day 
for two, including trans­ 
portation. 
“ Most people live it up on a 


trip, but if you are willing to 
live at the level that you 
ordinarily do at home you can 
travel on your retirement 
income,” explains Planck, a 
white-haired and hearty 76. 
He retired in 1962 as a 


public relations officer with 
the Federal Aviation Agency. 
At the same time Mrs. 
Planck, 
now 63,

from the editorial staff of the 
National Education Assn. 
Journal and they embarked 
cm their first venture, the 
year in Europe. 
“ A spate of travel is a good 


bridge between full-time 
work and full-time leisure, 
and periodic travel is a good 
refresher for 
retirem ent 


living,” Planck says. “ If you 
leave home and go into an 
entirely strange milieu you 
get a new approach to life. 
“ If you’re retired you have 


the complication of less 
money, but when you have 
the time you can take ad­ 
vantage of transportation 
bargains. 
You don’t need 


deluxe rooms with baths,” he 
adds. “ When you’re planning 
a trip ask specifically for 
information on travel and 
accommodations you can 
afford.”

Native Doctor Sneaks 


Aw ay For Treatment 


RAW ALPINDI, 
Pakistan 


(AP) — Hakim Mohammed 
Said quietly left Pakistan last 
summer for Philadelphia for 
an operation on his spleen. 
The trip is still hush-hush 


here because the hakim—the 
title for a native doctor—is 
the foremost practioner in 
Pakistan of Unani medicine. 
The system goes back to 
Hippocratic days—Unani in 
Urdu means Greek— and 
bases its treatments on the 
old theory that illness stems 
from the imbalance in the 
body of the four humors—in 
this case, blood, bile, phlegm 
and black bile, or melan- 
choler. 
Although the hakim has 


said he did not oppose con­ 
ventional, modern medicine, 
the news that he had gone 
outside his own system for 
treatment might shatter the 
faith of millions who prefer 
hakims and their herbal 
remedies to doctors they 
can’t afford anyway. 
What would be considered

with its faithful supports of

Arabs 
against

Israelis, the operation took 
place in a branch of the 
Albert 
Einstein 
Medical 


Center once known as the 
Jewish Hospital. 
Hakims and the Unani 


system have a powerful hold 
in Pakistan, partly because 
there are only about 10,000 
medical doctors practicing 
among 
the 
60,000,000 


population, and at least 30,000 
local practitioners, often 
unlicensed and 
unlettered. 
When the health minister of 


Sind province announced 
recently a 
campaign to 


elim inate what he called 
quacks and their propensity 
to offer sex cures, he aroused 
so much uproar he had to 
apoligize to hakims. 


Hakim Said, who appears 


always in public in a spotless, 
cream colored, high necked 
tunic and trousers, is at the 
top of the hakim hierarchy 
and seems genuinely in­ 
terested in promoting good 
health. While regularly ad­ 
vertising an item called 
Neoba promising men fresh 
vigor, he also is pushing his 
own health corps inviting help 
to do such elemental things as 
teaching people to wash their 
hands after using the toilet. 
But trained doctors who 


believe the Unani system 
offers wide scope to quacks 
have renewed attack on their 
hakims. When news leaked of 
a previous trip by Hakim Said 
for 
medical 
treatment 


abroad, one Karachi medical 
journal chortled, “ Healer, 
heal thyself! Double stan­ 
dard.” 
A 
doctor, 
writing 


anonymously in a Karachi 
newspaper, attacked Unani 
medicine as a dead system 
which 
m erely 
confused 


patients about the nature of 
their illnesses. He also at­ 
tacked the emphasis on sex 
cures. 
Referring to newspaper 


advertising for cures, he 
wrote, “ It appears surprising 
that in a country faced with 
poverty and hunger, sex 
starvation appears to be of 
paramount importance.” 
Medical men admit the 


hakims thrive because of a 
shortage of qualified doctors. 
According to the Sind health 
m inister, 12,000 Pakistani 
doctors—more than work 
inside the country—practice 
abroad. In a country where 
the per capita income is less 
than $50 a year, most people 
cannot 
afford 
qualified 


doctors. 
Free 
care 
is 


provided mostly for the 
armed forces and govern­ 
ment civil servants.

Girls' Gym

A girls’ gymnastics class will be of­ 
fered this summer in two sessions. 
The first will begin June 12 and will 
be held on Tuesdays and Wednesdays 
for three weeks from 8:30 to 10:30 a.m. 
at the YMCA. The second session will 
begin in July. 
Additional equipment is being ac­ 
quired for this summer’s clinic. Being 
offered are the uneven parallel bars, 
an event especially for women, a 
vaulting horse, an additional balance 
beam and free exercise will be offered 
Work on the uneven will include 
mounts, moves on one bar, moves 
from one bar to another, poses, and 
dismounts. The vault will include 
special emphasis on the approach, the 
take off, the vault, and the landing. 
Work on the balance beam will include 
mounts, turns, locomotor movements, 
poses, level changes, tumbling moves, 
and dismounts. Floor exercise places 
emphasis on locomotor movements, 
poses, tumbling skills, static move­ 
ments. Also included will be dance 
moves, tempo changes, and level 
changes. The participants will learn 
how to and be expected to spot for each 
other. 
When the basics have been acquired, 
work will begin on individual routines 
on each piece of equipment.

AsiaExpected 
To Continue 
Rice Imports 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Countries 
with surplus rice to sell, including the 
United States, can expect drought- 
plagued Asian countries to continue 
their large unports for another year at 
least, according 
to 
Agriculture 
Department analysts. 
Drought 
and 
other 
weather 
problems have reduced sharply the 
total rice output in the Far East and 
there is no letup in sight, says John B. 
Parker Jr., a foreign trade specialist 
in the department’s Economic Re­ 
search Service. 
“ As a result, per capita stocks of 
Asian rice have fallen to their lowest 
levels 
in 
30 
years, 
prices 
have 
skyrocketed, ami supplies in the few 
rice exporting countries — mainly the 
United States, Pakistan, Thailand, 
Burma and the People’s Republic of 
China — have been almost fully 
committed and their stocks drawn 
down,” says Parker. 
The rice situation was described in a 
report 
by 
Parker 
in 
a 
weekly 
publication, Foreign Agriculture, 
released Monday. The Asian shortage 
of rice, a staple food for millions, also 
lias meant record demands for Hie U.S. 
grain. 
Shipments of U.S. rice to Asian 
markets in 1972 jumped 49 per cent 
from 1971 to a record of more than 1.45 
million tons and accounted for 74 lier 
cent of all the U.S. rice sold overseas 
last year, Parker said in his report. 
“ Widespread relief from the short­ 
age might begin to come in Novem­ 
ber, when most of Asia’s rice farmers 
start harvesting their major crop,” Hr* 
report said. 
“ A return of normal monsoon 
rainfall this summer, combined with 
greater use of high-yielding varieties 
and fertilizer, would provide a larger 
harvest in 1973-74,” Parker wrote. 
Michigan 
Fires Volley 
In Ohio 'War' 


I .ANSI NG, Mich. (A P) — With its 
regular business nearly cleaned up, 
the Michigan Senate Moodily night 
made what hopefully could lie the last 
blow in the Michigan^)hio War. 
The body resolved: 
That Gov. William Milliken should 
mobilize about half a dozen remaining 
Spanish American War veterans in the 
state “ to repel any invasion by the 
puny forces of Ohio.” 
-That tin* Ohio state bird, the 
cardinal, “ Im* recognized as a pinko- 
Conunie symbol of the Ohio brigands 
and declared a pest in Michigan, so 
long as said cardinal can be identified 
as an invader from Ohio.” 
— And that emmissaries from both 
states parlay one more time to show 
the “Ohio bandits tile error of their 
ways” in the hopes that Toledo can Ik* 
annexed to Michigan. 
The Senate saber rattling was the 
latest rabbit punch in a 137-year-old 
border conflict which was rekindled a 
week ago when a group of Toledo 
businessmen, officials and a 
bar 
tender demanded $11 billion in repara­ 
tions from Michigan for damages 
suffered in the encounter of 1835-3(5 
marked by more shouts than shots. 
The resolution, sponsored by Sen. 
John McCauley, D-Gross Hie, whose 
district abuts tile Ohio line, was 
adopted 17-7 by the Senate. 
But when it was moved that the 
names of all the senators and the 
lieutenant governor be written on the 
resolution, a number of McCauley’s 
merry militants declared they pre­ 
ferred anonymity.

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U.S. Navy Opens Barrage 


On San Diego's Tattoo City' 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (A P) - “ Tattoo 
City” is getting a little fire from the 
Navy. 
Capt. 
William Carson, 
chief of 
dermatology at San 
Diego Naval 
Hospital, wants the state to close the 
dozens of tattoo parlors in the city. 
“ New York has done it, and I’m 
surprised that a state as progressive 
as California has made no move to stop 
it, said Carson. 
As the site of a major Navy base, San 
Diego has been called “ Tattoo City” 
since World War II and thousands of 
sailors have used the parlors. 
But Carson said many often check 
into the hospital right after getting 
tattoos. 
“ They do not seem to realize that a 
tatto 
is 
a 
permanent 
dis­ 
figuration. . .as far as infection goes, 
ifs just something you don’t see,” he 
said, noting that the Navy has a 


program to remove unwanted tattoos. 
Doc Webb, who has been in the tattoo 
business 40 years, says his shop is 
visited periodically by state health in­ 
spectors. And, hie said servicemen 
account for only half his business. TTie 
rest include women and businessmen. 
Today’s most popular tatoo is one of 
Jesus Christ, Webb said. 
But despite the protest, tattoos and 
sailors seem destined to go on. 
A 23-year-old sailor from I/>ng 
Beach who identified himself only as 
Clem says he set a personal goal of 52 
tattoos, one for every month he’ll 
spend in the Navy. He has exceeded 
that already.
